reporting to the H8C annually. 

Pursuant thereto, the U3IB has considered the attached analysis 
of the foreign intelligence programs of the U5IB mes&er agencies 
for FI 1963 compared with T£ 19&2, prepared by the Coordination Staff 
of the Director of Central Intelligence on the basis of information 
submitted by US IB member agencies • 

The agency pr og r am s summarised herein see based upon the tentative 
plans and estimates of each U0IB member agency, and are therefore 
subject to further review and revision in accordance with the normal 
budgetary process. In addition, the activation of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency will undoubtedly result in modifications of the 
military service programs m described in the attachment. 

The United States Intelligence Board, after consideration of 
the attached analysis, has agreed to the following actions: 

ft. Consistent with approved Joint Study Group Recommendation 
Bo* 9, endorse in principle the need for the procurement of 
improved FLIRT collection and processing equipment. (See page k 
of attachment.) 
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1). Encourage the Department of State aod the Department 
of Defense to develop now a coordinated p ro gr am for the timely 
establishment of foreign service and attache coverage of all 
of Africa, and to review such coverage for Latin America*
